There were more than forty guests in 
the building when the fire broke out, 
and, as the hotel register was not avail- 
able for hours, it was feared that many 
had lost their lives. 

The two upper floors of the hotel were 
burned out. The two lower ones were 
wrecked by falling debris, and smoke 
and water. 

The fire is believed to have started 
in the kitchen from an _ overheated 
stove. It is thought that it had been 
burning for nearly an hour before it 
was discovered, at about 2 o clock. 

During the evening there had been a 
meeting- of business men at the hotel, 
and. after the meeting adjourned, many 
of those who attended remained at the 
hotel to play cards in a room on the 
second floor. About 2 o'clock there was 
an odor of smoke and when the door 
of the room was opened by some inves- 
tigator there was a strong rush of 
smoke and heat into the room. 

It is due to the presence of mind of 
the men in the room that the list of 
casualties was not greater. While one 
of the number went outside to give the 
alarm the others ran through the cor- 
ridors kicking at the doors and arous- 
ing the occupants of the various rooms. 


Used Aerial Apparatus, 

When the ‘firemen arrived, many 
persons on the third and fourth floors 
were hanging from the window ledges. 
Unfortunately, the fire apparatus re- 
sponding to the first alarm did not in- 
clude enough aerial ladders to remove 
these persons from their precarious po- 
sitions. A second alarm was sounded, 
and when sufficiently long ladders had 
reached the scene, all of those who 
were visibly in peril were rescued. 

Some of the persons who were hang- 
ing from the windows, however, had 
become exhausted before this time and 
had dropped into the life nets which 
were spread bclow.

The proposed line intersects probably 

At these intersections the 
company asks the right to maintain 
Brade crossings instead of elevating its 
tracks or constructing viaducts.

The general manager of the Atlanta News has ob- 
tained an injunction against the editor restraining 
him from lauding himself on the editorial page.

There is a maxim quoted in some of the books 
which may mitigate the rigor of the old rule: “Merit 
and modesty have nothing in common save the initial 
letter.” 

As a fact, this is not quite true, but it is for the 
Court to say whether there is any saving force in 
it. for Mr. Graves.

LAW AND STATE LINES. 

The opening of the Missouri investigation of the 
Standard Oi] Co. at Cleveland has already developed 
important evidence, legally establishing the connec- 
tion of the Missouri members of the “Standard Oil 
Brood” with the parent company and its managers. 

Before the investigation is concluded, it will be 
demonstrated on evidence the courts must accept, 
that through the organization of these numerous and 
fraudulent subsidiary corporations, the managers of 
the original monopoly have systematically violated 
the laws of Missouri and other states, as they have 
the laws of the United States also. 

Until fost they have been made secure in law- 
breaking, not only by apathy at Washington, but 
by the failure of the different states to co-operate 
fully in the spirit of comity through which alone 
the laws of one State can be made respectable in 
another. 

New York showed this spirit of comity more fully.

If this spirit of respect for law continues to op- 
erate until it works across state lines as fully and 
as easily as monopoly conspiracy has worked across 
them, there will be an end of monopoly lawlessness, 
and that soon.
